A section of the exhibit attached to 
the petition allezes that the Atlanta 
Northern railway did not cost more than 
$213,000, if that much, and flat denial 
is made by the petitioners of the state- 
ment made by the company tha; the 
property cost in excess of $600,000, and 
that vouchers could be produced to 
prove the actual cost. Commenting on 
this, the exhibit attachey to the petition 
States: 

‘It is dmpossible for your petitioners 
to believe that this property was tre- 
ated at such an erroneous Oullay, unless 
under gross extravagance and incompe- 
tency; ainly its patrons should not 
ibe taxed tor the incompetency of others.’ 


Questionable Methods Alleged. 


The exhibit alleges that the company 
secured the franchise into Marietta by 
questionable methods: cites as an in- 
Stance that a low rate of fare should 
be granted; the fact that the fares on 
the river line were reduced to 8 cents;

NO IMPROVE ME! 


Another Dull ay With Wal 
Street Men, 


Businéss Done Was Among Room 
Traders. Eatirely—No Outside 
Orders — Gossip About

New York, February 25.—The neg- 
lected condition of the stock market 
Was unrelieved today. Rather, after a 
temporary increase of activity in the 
morning, it Was aggravated in the 
later dealings. Business originated al- 
most entirely within the walig of the 
stock exchange. An example of the 
Character of the transactions and of 
the lack of consistency in the traders’ 
arguments was offered in Union Pacific. 
The, books of that company for trans- 
fers of stock close tomorrow, and 
consequently the value of the 2 1-2 per 
cent dividend will be deducted from 
the price of the stock. One party of 
traders bought the stock on the ground 
that the deduction of 21-2 points from 
the price tomorrow wil! make {ft look 
cheap and invite demand. Another 
party sold it on the ground that the 
shorts had been covering in the stock, 
because they would be obliged to pay 
the amount of the dividend in carrying 
charges tomorrow, but would be pre- 
pared to put out fresh short lines when 
the dividend is deducted. The profes- 
sional traders, themselves, designate 
such a market as “trading jack knives,” 
as they derive as little profit from it 
as school boys engaged in that tran- 
saction. The bear: party among the 
traders tested the market with short 
sales at the outset, on the assumption 
that the treasury calls upon the na- 
tional banks, except those of the small- 
er class, for return of $36,000,000 of 
government deposits during March, 
night prompt some liquidation of 
stocks. This call has been clearly in- 
dicated by the downward course of the 
margin of the government's free work- 
ing balance of cash. Moreover, the 
money supplies are now so consider- 
able that the banks can part with 
this sum without embarrassment, while 
the treasury will be correspondingly 
strengthened in its facilities to help 
with relief for the money market when 
cash begins to leave the reserve cen- 
ters to move the crops. The rapid re- 
tirement of bank notes confirms the 
need of contraction tn the circulation, 
deposits of lawful money for that pur- 
pose at the treasury having already 
exceeded $9,000,000 for February, al- 
though that figure was fixed as the new 
limit for retirement in any one month 
by the amended law of . last winter. 
These returns of treasury deposits and 
retirement of bank notes help to ex- 
plain the moderate degree in which 
cagh has been accumulated in the cen- 
tral banking reserves since the panic 
passed, and also the absence of any 
reflux movement of gold exports. Other 
reasons, however, are discernible. The 
beginning of weekly statements of con- 
dition by the New York trust com- 
panies involved a heawy accumulation 
of cash reserves by those institutions 
which made an tmportant requirement. 
It is evident, also, that neither the 
banks outside the reserve cities nor 
the banks in reserve cities are inclined 
to place as large a proportion of their 
reserves on deposit with the central 
reserve banks as was done before last 
October, and as is still permitted by 
the national banking law. Incoming re- 
ports of condition of banks on Feb- 
ruary !4.in response to the call of the 
comptroller, show that reserves are 
being maintained at a high point. Pub- 
lic and legislative discussion of the 
desirability of raising the requirement 
for actual cash reserves in banks out- 
side the central reserve cities doubt- 
less has its influence on this situation. 
Poor net earnings, fears of coming 
dividend reduction and an injunction 
against the distribution of a dividend 
already declared were specific causes 
for weakness in individual stocks to- 
day. Repurchases were made of stocks 
sold short, and the day's changes in 
prices are of no consequence.

The sharp bulge in wheat followed a 
weak opening. At the start, prices 
were about | cent below yesterday’s 
final quotations, owing to quite general 
selling, which was based on a decline 
of more than {td at Liverpool.
